2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1-20, none of the prior art of record discloses the use of the detectors in 
different modes in a medical imaging apparatus or method, namely that the first mode uses the 
first detector to image a patient or an object and that the second mode uses another separate 
detector for imaging a second patient or object simultaneously. References such as Hug et al. 
(US Patent 6,150,662) disclose an imaging apparatus and method using a plurality of detectors, 
which has a mode where one detector is used and another mode where both detectors are used on 
the same object. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
